SENIOR  CLASS  HISTORY 

Life  began  in  *39  and  in  *43  it  has 
only  a  small  srart,  as  we,  the  Seniors  of 
Pattonville  High  School,  leave  our  studies 
and  prepare  for  our  uncertain  future. 

Yes,  it  was  in  September..  1939 s  that 
forty-three  green  Freshmen,  wonderfully 
unaware  of  coming  events,  but  keenly  desir¬ 
ous  of  delving  into  the  mysteries  of  High 
School  life,  trudged  up  the  stairs  of  the 
school  ’’high  on  a  hilltop./7  Included  in 
that  ready  rand  eager  group  were  Jewel  McCoy, 
Wayne  Jeffrey,  Buddy  Burch,  and  Sandra  Bar- 
reca--the  only  ones  who  had  started  their 
school  work  at  Pattonville  Grade  School 
and  intended  to  finish  it  in  the  high  school. 
During  the  year,  four  of  the  pupils  came  to 
the  conclusion  that  graduating  four  years 
hence  wasn’t  worth  the  trials  and  tribula¬ 
tions  attributed  to  Algebra,  Science,  Cit¬ 
izenship  and  English  I,  'However,  one  more 
student  joined  the  group,  making  a  total  of 
forty  who  finished  the  year  and  looking  for¬ 
ward  to  their  next  year  as  ’’Wise  Owls,” 

And,  when  the  next  7/ear  did  come,  it 
found  the  Sophomore  class  with  forty-eight 
pupils  *  Although  seventeen  of  us  had  come 
from  another  school,  quite  a  few  dropped 
out.  What  a  happy  night  itwas  for  us  when 
Shirley  Jane  Brewster  and  Wayne  Jeffrey, the 
Sophomore  candidates,  were  crowned  King  and 
Queen  of  the  school,  amid  music,  confetti, 
and  loud  exclamations  proclaiming  the  Soph¬ 
omores  to  be  the  supreme  class* of  Patton¬ 
ville  High  School!  Mr.  Shawvor,  our  Spon¬ 
sor,  helped  us  in  carrying  out  successful 
plans  for  a  Valentines  party. 


Our  Junior  year  found  f<a>rty-two  pupils 
looking  anxiously  towards  the  Pron,  the 
Junior  dance  and,  in  the  now  not-too-far-off 
future,  the  receiving  of  those  ir mortal 
"sheepskins."  During  the  year,  only  two  of 
our  students  dropped.  Hiss  Lucas  was  our 
helpful  director,  and  under  her  guidance  we 
gave  the  Seniors  of  *4:2  a  very  successful 
Pron,  here  at  the  school.  Our  guest  of 
honor  was  Private  D.  G.  Tarbet,  our  former 
nusic  teacher.

who  found  a  job  waiting  for  him.  in  Califor¬ 
nia.  That  left  us  with  thirty- two  pupils 
to  complete  work  on  the  annual  and  to  plan 
and  carry  out  with  great  success,  the 
"Sadie  Hawkin’ s  Dance."  Under  the  helpful 
guidance  of  Hiss  Hazel  Newcomer  we  made  our 
plans  for  that  coning,  big  event  which  drew 
closer  each  hour.  Our  class  officers,  Ima 
Hae  Schef  fin g,  President ;  Buddy  Burch,  Vice- 
President;  Uayne  Jeffrey,  Secretary;  and 
Barney  Lepsky.  Treasurer,  proved  to  be  com¬ 
petent  and  reliable. 

Four  years  of  hard,  toilsome ,  but  very

that  shall  never  be  forgotten  in  the  memories 
of  thirty- two  Seniors.
